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THE AMERICAN ACADEMY IN ROME 

The American Academy in Rome, begun in 1894 as the American School 
of Architecture in Rome, was founded in 1897 for Students of Architecture, 
Painting and Sculpture. In 1912, it united with the American School of 
Classical Studies in Rome, retaining its title and organizing the two 
branches known as the School of Fine Arts and the School of Classical 
Studies. 

The School of Fine Arts; Gorham P. Stevens, Director. Fellowships in 
Architecture, Sculpture, and Painting are awarded annually for a term of three 
years, and in Landscape Architecture every third year for a term of three 
years. The stipend of each fellowship is $1000. 

The School of Classical Studies; Charles Upson CLark, Director. 
A Fellowship for one year with a stipend of $1000, is offered annually; a Fel- 
lowship for a term of two years, with the same annual stipend, biennially. 
All awards are made on competitions open to all unmarried citizens of the 
United States who comply with the regulations of the Academy.

AMERICAN SCHOOL AT ATHENS 

The American School of Classical Studies at Athens was founded by 
the -Archaeological Institute of America in 1881. In 1886 it was organized as 
a corporation under the laws of the State of Massachusetts. It is in great 
measure supported by the cooperation of leading American Universities and 
Colleges. No charge for tuition is made to graduates of the supporting in- 
stitutions. Two Fellowships, with a stipend of $800, are awarded on exam- 
ination. Owing to the war the usual examinations will not be held in 1918, 
and no awards for the year 1918-1919 will be made. After the war it is ex- 
pected that the former arrangements will be resumed. The library of the 
School contains nearly 6000 carefully selected volumes. 

The Director of the School is Mr. B. H. Hill. Professor Charles Forster 
Smith of the University of Wisconsin will hold the annual professorship when 
conditions abroad make it practicable for him to go to Greece.

AMERICAN SCHOOL IN JERUSALEM 

The American School of Oriental Research in Jerusalem was founded 
in 1900, and is affiliated with the Archaeological Institute of America. It is 
supported by a number of American Universities and Theological Seminaries 
and by private subscriptions. The School offers to properly qualified per- 
sons excellent opportunities for the study of the geography, archaeology, and 
history of Syria, and of the Semitic languages. No charge for tuition is 
made to graduates of the supporting institutions; other students are required 
to pay a fee of $25 per annum. A Fellowship, with a stipend of $800, is 
awarded annually on examination. The Director-elect of the School is Pro- 
fessor William J. Hinke, of Auburn Theological Seminary. The Chairman 
of the Committee on Fellowships is Professor Charles C. Torret, Yale 
University, New Haven, Conn.

SCHOOL OF AMERICAN RESEARCH 

The School of American Archaeology was founded by the Archaeological 
Institute of America in 1907 to conduct the researches of the Institute in the 
American field, direct expeditions of the branch Societies, and afford, oppor- 
tunities for field work and training. In 1917 it became the School of Ameri- 
can Research, with its own charter and with enlarged functions, but without 
change in its affiliation with"the Institute. 

The seat of the School is Santa Fe\ New Mexico, a particularly favored region 
for archeological, ethnological, and historical study. Here it maintains offices, 
laboratories, library, studios, a museum of archaeology, and an art gallery. 

The School has a branch in California in connection with the San Diego 
Museum, which is under the administration of the Director of the School. 
Here are maintained the anthropological laboratories and library. The collec- 
tions in physical anthropology are unsurpassed. The Museum also includes 
Central American collections, a building devoted to Indian arts, and an art 
gallery. 

Students are admitted on satisfying the Director as to qualifications for the 
work proposed. Fellowships are awarded as funds are secured for their main- 
tenance. The School co-operates in research with universities and scientific 
organizations, both home and foreign, and invites correspondence with reference 
to such collaboration.
